"It was a dark and stormy 
night..." 

That may be a cliche for 
how all good ghost stories 
begin, but it actually was a 
dark and stormy night at Fort 
George Saturday, the rain 
threatening but holding off, 
the full moon peering inter¬ 
mittently between the quickly 
moving clouds to lend an 
eerie atmosphere as Ghost 
Tour creator Kyle Upton led a 
group of about 35 people, 
most of them hoping to be 
terrified by the appearance of 
a spirit apparition, through 
the historic site. 

Ghost tours at Fort George 
are not what might be expect¬ 
ed of a good, scary outing 
elsewhere—there are no 
planted fake limbs with ooz¬ 
ing fake blood, no bone-chill¬ 
ing music, nobody jumping 
out from the dark in an 
attempt to elicit screams of

And the intent isn't to 
scare the bejeezus out of any¬ 
one in the dark.

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Study shows NOTL rural road collisions on decline during last five years 


> Combination of 
factors has led 
to safer roads in 
town, public 
works director says

The Town's public works 
department has received 
accolades for doing a good 
job of keeping drivers safe. 

A study commissioned 
to provide an overview of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's rural 
roads with a view to how to 
make them safer has been 
completed and made pub¬ 
lic, and the good news, said 
Greg Junnor, who presented 
the findings to councillors 
Monday, is that the Town is 
already doing much of what 
the report might have rec¬ 
ommended. 


When the Town's road 
safety task force was formed 
in 2005, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake "had an overwhelm¬ 
ing number of collisions. It 
was considered a hot spot 
in the region, and the region 
was considered a hot spot 
in Canada," said public 
works director Ewald 
Kuczera, the chair of the 
committee. 

The study was an oppor¬ 
tunity to gather more infor¬ 
mation, "to tell us this is 
where we're heading and 
where we should be head¬ 
ing, and to make sure we 
get the biggest bang for our 
buck with what we're doing. 
It's helpful to have another 
set of eyes looking at road 
safety from a very technical 
perspective and with expe¬ 
rience in similar situa-

to society each year, includ¬ 
ing the costs of emergency 
services, treating and reha¬ 
bilitating the injured, com¬ 
pensation for lost wages 
and property damage, 
Junnor said. 

Of the 56 rural intersec¬ 
tions studied, 28 had colli¬ 
sions that were reported to 
the police, and the other 28 
experienced none—signifi¬ 
cantly fewer than would be 
expected based on traffic. 

And of those collisions, 
fewer than expected result¬ 
ed in an injury or fatality, 
with most resulting in prop¬ 
erty damage only, he said. 

Also, most occurred dur¬ 
ing good weather, in day¬ 
light, during the morning 
peak travel period. 

The report cited colli¬ 
sions at intersections occur¬ 
ring because drivers are 
either failing to stop or are 
stopping but then proceed¬ 


ing even though there is 
another vehicle approach¬ 
ing, likely because their 
minds haven't registered 
what they've seen, or how 
fast the vehicle coming 
toward them is travelling. 

Although the study 
didn't look at whether the 
majority of collisions 
involved locals or visitors, 
Junnor said, distraction 
because of way-finding can 
be a cause. 

There are general safety 
features that could be 
implemented, he told coun¬ 
cillors, and although some 
or all of them are already 
being used at some of the 
intersections identified as 
being high risk, such as 
’stop ahead" warning signs 
and tiger-tails on stop signs, 
consistent use of these fea¬ 
tures on all rural roads 
could further reduce colli-

He said there are also 
about 100 site-specific 
improvements that could 
be made, some as simple as 
clearing sight lines at inter¬ 
sections, others requiring 
more expense and exten¬ 
sive work, such as the re-al- 
lignment of an intersection. 

The report cites the inter¬ 
section of Concession 2 at 
Line 3, a route often used as 
a through-way from Virgil 
to the Niagara River 
Parkway, as the one with 


five year period. 

But Marci Weston of the 
public works department 
and the road safety task 
force points out that those 
intersections all occurred 
between 2007 and 2009. 
Staff have made several 
improvements since, 
including delineating the 
intersection, putting up a 
larger stop sign, adding tiger 
tails to the stop sign, putting 
up advanced intersection 
warnings and larger street 
name signs, and adding a 
’crossing traffic does not 
stop’ in both directions on 
Concession 1 and 2, 
approaching Line 3—with 


no reported collisions since 
2009. 

The report's only recom¬ 
mendation regarding that 
intersection is that the 
'crossing traffic does not 
stop' signs, which were 
added to the stop-ahead 
warnings, should be on sep¬ 
arate supports. 

The intersection at 
Church and Townline was, 
along with Concession 2 
and Line 3, also identified 
as having a higher propor¬ 
tion of collisions than would 
be predicted by traffic vol¬ 
ume. The design of the 
intersection is skewed, the 
report said, and could be 
re-aligned at a cost of about 
$150,000, but is considered 
a long-term improvement 
that could be carried out 
when road work at that 
intersection is scheduled. 

The road safety task force 
will continue to meet, says 
Kuczera, and public works 
will continue to make 
improvements. 

"There is always room 
for improvements. There 
were a number of sugges¬ 
tions we'll follow up on." 

Five general improve¬ 
ments were recommended 
that could reduce collisions 


to intersection 
advance warning 
signs and stop- 
ahead signs, to 
allow drivers to 
make navigation 
decisions before 
reaching the 
intersection, as a 
benefit to drivers 
who aren't local. 

2. Consistent 
application on all 
through-roads of 

advance warning 
signs. 

3. Stop-ahead 
warning sings on 
all stop-con- 
trolled road 
approaches. 

4. Speed limit 
signs on rural seg¬ 
ments that are 50 
km/hour, since it 
is likely assumed 
that those seg¬ 
ments are 80 km/ 
hr if they are 
unsigned.

has walls two feet thick, orig¬ 
inal floors and beams, and is 
being restored to its original 
splendor by Ramputh, who 
hopes to eventually operate 
the nine-bedroom, 6,000 
square foot house as a bed 
and breakfast. 

He thought he was fin¬ 
ished tearing down walls 
and unsympathetic renova¬ 
tions when he decided there 


While restoring the his¬ 
toric home of George Ball, 
known as Locust Grove, Jens 
Ramputh made a discovery 
that sent him on a search for 
two women who once lived 
in the Hunter Road house. 

Originally built in 1784, 
the house was burned down 
by the American forces in 
1813, and rebuilt on the 
same site and foundation in 
1820. 

The present structure still

top of the landing, that 
needed to be removed. 

Tucked in between the 
joists, he found a simple jar, 
with papers and coins 

Inside the jar were two 
letters, written by two young 
women when the house was 
used as a dormitory for the 
Virgil Bible School. 

It later became a dormi¬ 
tory in the early years of 
Eden Christian College, and 


had been mostly empty for 
the last 20 years until he pur- 

The letters were written 
in 1945, one by Elsie Fast, 
the other by Liese Wiebe. 

Ramputh went on the 
internet to see if he could 
find any phone numbers, 
and the very first number he 
called, he asked about Fast, 
and explained why he was 
looking for her. 

Amazingly, the man he 
spoke to didn't know Elsie, 
but did know Wiebe, who 
had never married, and is 
now living in Pleasant 
Manor. 

In her letter, Fast said she 
was 18 years old, she 
described her appearance, 
and asked the person who 
found the letter to contact 
her, giving her address as 
Leamington, ON. 

"Our teachers were Mr. H.

She also asked the finder 
to keep one of the pennies in 
the jar for good luck. 

Wiebe wrote about the 
building and the bible 

"We have had many a 
blessed hour within these 
walls," she said. 

She spoke of "receiving 
the Lord" and finding peace 
at the school. 

Tracked to Pleasant 
Manor by Ramputh, she was 
delighted to learn her letter 
had been found. 

She lived in a very nice 
room with three other girls 
when she attended the 
school, she said, and thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed being there. 

"We had a lot of fun 
together." 

Wiebe, who had 
been sent to the 
Bible School by 
her parents from 
New Hamburg, is 
now 90, and 
remembers being 
excited about 
being sent away to 
the school—she 
wasn't the least bit 
nervous or home¬ 
sick, she says. 

She hadn't 
thought about the 
letter since she left 
the school, she 
said, but as soon 
as she saw the jar 
she remembered 
writing it. 

"When I wrote 
it, I was thinking of 
the people who 
would come later." 

In her letter, she 
said she didn't 
know what the 
building would 
have become by

the time the jar was found, 
but she was sorry if it was no 
longer a school. 

After school she returned 
to New Hamburg to her par¬ 
ents, who eventually moved 
to this area and operated a 
farm. She trained to be a 
nursing assistant, and 
worked for 25 years at the St. 
Catharines General 
Hospital. 

Once her father was gone, 
Wiebe, who never married, 
looked after her mother in a 
small house in Virgil. 

Her faith is as important 

she says. 

"I've had a good life and 
I'm very thankful for it. I 
became a born-again believ¬ 


er and I hold fast to my belief 

Ramputh is just grateful 
the jar didn't remain sealed 
in the wall of his historic 
home forever, and hopes to 
be able to track down the 
other letter writer or her 
family—it may not be as easy 
if she married and changed 
her name, he says, and she 
may not still be alive. 

Wiebe remembered her, 
but hadn't kept in touch. 

Meanwhile, Ramputh is 
working at putting the house, 
which has had two fires since 
it was first burned in 1813, 
back to its original state, with 
help from some photos he 
was able to obtain from the 
Niagara Historical Museum.

As study says roads are increasingly safe, 
NOTL has another fatality on its roads 


Have you ever felt like congratulating 
yourself on some success, but been afraid 
you might jinx whatever is going right in 
your life? 

This week, there is an article in the 
Advance about increased safety on 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's rural roads, and 
we can't help thinking that maybe even 
just talking about how much better we 
were doing in terms of fewer collisions 
and fatalities was, if not a jinx, at least 
premature. 

It's a big deal to the Town to finally 
have proof that the many different efforts 
made in the last seven years since the 
road safety task force was formed have 
paid off. 

At the request of council, the Town 
paid a traffic expert to study rural inter¬ 
sections and provide an overview of how 
they could be made more safe. The report 
of that study was made public about a 
week ago, and the news was good. 

Many of the measures the consultant 
would typically recommend were already 
in place, and in the five year period of the 
study, statistics showed that our rural 
roads have in fact seen fewer collisions. 

The consultant had high praise at 
council for the work of the public works 
department, in fact was so effusive that 
public works director Ewald Kuczera 
admitted to the Advance that while he 
was happy to hear praise for his depart¬ 
ment, he felt embarrassed—the compli¬ 
ments were a litde over the top, he felt. 

Kuczera also gave credit where credit 
was due—there were many factors and 
many people that had contributed to 
instituting safety measures that in combi¬ 
nation have had a positive effect on our 
rural roads. 

The Town's road safety task force has 
several very informed and able people 
contributing, including regional public 
works and public health representation 
and a delegate from the Ministry of 
Transportation. 

There are smart, determined people 
from the Town's public works depart¬ 
ment, including Kuczera and Marci 
Weston, and there are members of the 


Niagara Regional Police and the Niagara 
Parks Police who have had significant 

Niagara-on-the-Lake drivers can't help 
but know that the police have increased 
their presence on our roads in recent 
years. We have learned that if we speed, 
we will pay the price. But the best part of 
that increased enforcement, we think, is 
that it makes us more aware of our driv¬ 
ing. Every time we see a police car we are 
reminded how important it is to slow 

Possibly the most important informa¬ 
tion, the most useful knowledge to come 
from the very earliest of road safety task 
force meetings was that we, the drivers, 
are the cause of every single collision on 

Increased engineering on our roads 
can't slow us down, force us to pay atten¬ 
tion or make us say no to that drink we 
know we shouldn't have. 

We also learned early on that police 
don't refer to collisions as accidents. 
While there can be factors outside of our 
control, such as bad weather, we have to 
take responsibility for that by slowing 
down. Driver error is a factor in every 
single collision, and we're the only ones 
who can fix that. 

Now to the collision that killed a cyclist 
on Taylor Road Monday. We don't know 
whether speed or bad weather were fac¬ 
tors, at least not as this week's Advance 
goes to press. We also don't know yet the 
identity of the victim. 

We do know the cyclist who lost his life 
Monday wasn't a statistic. He was loved, 
will be missed by family. His life was 
taken too soon. 

Our thoughts and prayers are with his 
family members, who have learned that 
Niagara-on-the-Lake roads are not always 
safe, not for everyone. Not for their loved 

We may not know the details of the 
collision that took his life. We do know, 
however, that we can never be compla¬ 
cent about road safety, or about our own 
responsibility when driving. We know 
that one life lost is too many.

W. C. Fields, the come¬ 
dian with the bulbous, red 
alcoholic nose, when 
asked if he would like a 
glass of water, always 
replied, “Water is for flow¬ 
ing under bridges.” 

But Fields didn’t know 
about “The Ultimate 
Volumetries Diet” or PGX. 

Dr. Barbara Rolls, 
Professor of Nutritional 
Sciences at Penn State 
UniversityinPennsylvania, 
reports in the publication 
“Nutrition Action” that, 
when she was studying the 
effects of fats, carbohy¬ 
drates and proteins in food 
intake, she had a 'Eureka 
moment.' 

People, she concluded,

were not regulating their 
calories. Rather, they were 
regularly eating the same 
weight or volume of food. 

Her next Eureka 
moment came with the 
observation that it’s pos¬ 
sible to eat a large volume 
of food and still lose weight 
if the large portions are 
low in calories. 

W.C. Fields didn’t know 
the secret in the amount 
of water in food. This 
doesn’t mean you have to 
pour water into your 


favourite meal. Rather, it 
means adding vegetables 
to a casserole and dinner 
plates because vegetables 
are mostly water. So you 
end up with a mouthful of 
heavier food per bite, but 
with fewer calories. 

Dr. Rolls says it’s possi¬ 
ble to chew on low density 
celery, salad greens, toma¬ 
to, apples and whole 
wheat spaghetti without 
gaining excessive weight. 
But it’s easy to add pounds 
with high density calorie 
foods such as carrot cake, 
brownies, chocolate chip 
cookies and peanut but- 

But trying to sort out 
the good foods from the 
bad gets complicated 
when Dr. Rolls suggests 
calculating the caloric 
density of foods by divid¬ 
ing its calories by its weight 
in grams. It’s a scientific 
approach, but hell will 
freeze over before anyone 

It’s less complicated 
when Dr. Rolls suggests 


having a low calorie dense 
soup, salad or an apple at 
the start of a meal. These 
fill up the stomach, 
decreasing the hunger 

I also believe that the 
best way to tame the hun¬ 
ger reflex is by a high fiber 
diet. Most North 
Americans consume 15 
grams of fiber daily, but 
they need 35. This means 
many people have stools 
as hard as rocks, and suf¬ 
fer from constipation and 
obesity. 

The Eureka moment 
that everyone should 
experience is recognizing 
the simple, indisputable 
fact that fiber has what’s 
called filling volume, 
which tells the brain the 
stomach is full. 

Of course good sense 
indicates it’s prudent to 
use dietary means and 
exercise to combat obesi¬ 
ty. But the wrong foods 
usually win out, resulting 
in the current epidemic of 
obesity and diabetes. 


So if you’re losing the 
battle of the bulge, what 
else can you do? 

Try PGX. It’s a complex 
of natural polysaccha¬ 
rides, and gram for gram 
provides greater filling 
volume than other fibers. 
Its soft gels, or granules, 
when swallowed with 
meals, expand because of 
their great ability to absorb 
many times their weight in 
water, thus decreasing the 
hunger reflex.

So I’d agree with Dr 
Rolls, there’s more benefit 
to water than merely flow¬ 
ing under bridges. 

And for losing weight, 
there’s nothing better, 
gram for gram, than a high 
fiber diet.

Clifford Brown is just 
one of many volunteers who 
has such high regard for Ted 
vanderZalm and the work 
he does for Wells of Hope 
that he has made several 
trips to Guatemala himself 
and has invested his own 
time and money helping 

Brown is a member of 
the NOTL Rotary Club, 
which took on the Wells of 
Hope as one of their causes 
about a decade ago, and has 
raised more than $250,000 
to help deliver clean water 
to some of the most impov¬ 
erished people in the world. 

Brown's story is not 
unusual. VanderZalm is so 
committed, it's difficult to 
hear even one of his stories 
about the difficult lives of 
the rural mountain people 
of Guatemala without want¬ 
ing to be part of the solu- 

Brown says during his 
visits to the permanent vol¬ 
unteer camp vanderZalm 
has established, it's not 
unusual to have someone 
show up with a story of 
extreme need—Guatemala 
has the highest incidence of 


malnutrition in children in 
the world—only to see 
vanderZalm load up his 
truck with wood, tools, food 
and other supplies and head 
out to build a house. 

In Niagara there is a 
large corps of volunteers 
dedicated to raising money 
so that vanderZalm and his 
wife Miriam, who teaches 
cooking, sewing and hygiene 
to Guatemalan families, can 
continue their work. 

This year, a group of vol¬ 
unteers from all trades have 
built a beautiful house on 
Lampman Drive in the 
Cherry Ridge subdivision in 
Fenwick, with a list of 
upgrades a mile long.

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Tours about sharing history of war years, and an understanding of ghosts

So says Upton, who 
dreamed up the idea of the 
ghost tours at the fort 
almost two decades ago, 
when he was just 19. 

He had volunteered at 
the fort through high 
school, and would go on to 
work there through univer¬ 
sity. 

He says he loved the fort, 
and still does. He met his 
wife there, was married 
there, and has in the last 18 
years led thousands of peo¬ 
ple through its grounds at 
night, sharing some of the 
stories he has gathered 
about the other world of 


Fort George. 

Most of the stories for 
the tours, he says, came 
from the hours spent talk¬ 
ing to other staff members, 
many of whom had experi¬ 
enced chilling occurrences 
while working in the fort 
after dark. There were just 
too many stories to ignore 
the possibilities, he says. 

After all, he says during 
the tours he leads, it is a 
place that has all the neces¬ 
sary ingredients for ghost 
stories from its history as a 
battlefield—hatred, terror, 
pain and suffering, blood 
and death, with 60 to 70 per 
cent casualties and more 
wounded left behind on its 


grounds than soldiers 
marching off. 

The stories he shares on 
each tour are the stories of 
the War of 1812 years—the 
soldier in the red coat who 
still resides in one of the 
block houses, the little 
blonde girl in the white 
night gown who has 
appeared to staff and been 
seen on ghost tours, and 
the terrifying aura psychics 
have experienced as they 
near the area that was once 
a hospital, where surgeons 
amputated routinely with¬ 
out the benefits of anes¬ 
thetics. 

But Upton shares much 
more than ghost stories. 


His tours are as much about 
the history of 200 years ago 
as it is about the spirits who 
remain. And ghe ghost 
tours are not about being 
scared, although they tend 
to be more so at 
Halloween. 

The ghosts continue to 
be co-operative—about 60 
per cent of the time, some¬ 
one on the tour will report 
a ghostly sighting, says 

One often repeated is 
the vision of a man in the 
window of the most mod¬ 
em building, which is not 
part of the tour, where a 
window is left on through 
the night. 


Upton was sceptical 
himself when he first heard 
reports of a face looking 
out that particular window, 
he said, until one particu¬ 
lar dark night, making his 
way out after being spooked 
at the back of the fort, when 
he saw the face himself. 

But his approach is less 
about offering up terror on 
a platter and more about 
sharing not only history, 
but a sense of understand¬ 
ing the tortured spirits who 
inhabit the fort, as Upton 
shares a little of his philos¬ 
ophy as well. 

And if at all possible, 
while recounting his tales 
of real people who have 


been left behind, as he 
describes them, in the dark, 
trapped alone forever, 

affinity for the spirits, and a 
responsibility to them—he 
would rather we feel sym¬ 
pathy for their situation, as 
he does, than be scared by 

For those who have 
never experienced a ghost 
tour, there were a few tick¬ 
ets left for Halloween night, 
an unusual situation for the 
tours which are usually 
sold out—likely, said 
Upton, because of the 
weather reports.

He presented 
the image of a loving, caring 
and merciful God and it 
brought radical change in 
people's perceptions of who 
God the Father was and is.

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Local grannies plan jewelry sale, African dinner to help other grannies

African Kazuri 
jewelry party 
Friday back by 
popular demand

It's been two years since 
Nyanya Terry Mactaggart 
held a jewelry party at her 
home to benefit African 
grandmothers raising 
grandchildren orphaned by 
AIDS. 

Backbypopulardemand, 
the event is hosted by the 
Nyanyas of Niagara, a group 
of "grandmothers and 
grand-others" who are part 
of a country-wide campaign 
raising funds to support die 
Stephen Lewis Foundation, 
which supports African 
grandmothers struggling to 
raise more than 13 million 
children orphaned by 
AIDS. 

Since the 2006 launch of 
the campaign, more than 
240 groups of Canadian 
grandmothers have orga¬ 
nized and more than $10 
million has been raised to 
fund community organiza¬ 
tions in 15 African coun¬ 


tries, providing grandmoth¬ 
ers with much needed sup¬ 
port, such as food, housing 
grants, school fees for their 
grandchildren and grief 
counselling. 

The NOTL Nyanyas— 
nyanya is the Swahili word 
for grandmother—have 
recently received hundreds 
of pieces of wonderfully 
crafted ceramic bead jew¬ 
elry from their Ottawa 
counterparts, a group of 
grandmothers who orga¬ 
nized the fair-trade pur¬ 
chase of jewelry made by 
African mothers and grand¬ 
mothers, who receive a 
decent wage for their work 
and enjoy excellent work¬ 
ing conditions and bene¬ 
fits. 

About 340 Kenyan 
women, often the sole 
breadwinners of extended 
families, work in bright, airy 
workrooms, on products 
that are free of toxic chemi¬ 
cals. They receive daily tea 
breaks and lunches, free 
on-site medical aid, hospi¬ 
tal care and prescription 
coverage for themselves 
and their family, job rota¬ 
tion and three-months paid 
pregnancy leave. 

The jewelry is distribut¬ 
ed across Canada to other 


grandmother groups, who 
sell it as a fundraiser for the 
Stephen LewisFoundations' 
Grandmothers to 

Grandmothers Campaign. 

In four years, jewelry 
sales have raised more than 
$500,000 for the founda¬ 
tion, says MacTaggart. 

"It's a great success story, 
absolutely amazing," she 

"And everyone loves the 
jewelry." 

Also included in the col¬ 
lection is the Ubunti neck¬ 
lace, which is made of five 
beads, each representing 
one of the principles of the 
Ubunti philosophy of 
humanity toward others: 
respect, empathy, dignity, 
sharing and compassion. 

The Kazuri Jewelry Party 
will be held at Mactaggart's 
home, from 10 a.m. until 
noon Friday, Nov. 2, at 324 
Palatine Place in NOTL. 

The Nyanyas are also 
hosting their fourth annual 
African Dinner at the NOTL 
Golf Club Nov. 14—it was a 
sell-out last year. 

The African Dinner will 
again begin with cocktails 
(a cash bar) at 5:30 p.m., 
African-themed hor 
d’oeuvres, and a main 
course which offers two
